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REMARKS 

Claims 1, 3-3 1, and 35-47 were pending in the application; the status of the claims 
is as follows: 

Claims 35-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
U.S. Patent No. 6,289,464 Bl to Wecker et al. ("Wecker") in view of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,068,183 to Freeman et al. ("Freeman"). 

Claims 21-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Freeman in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,380,991 to Valencia et al. ("Valencia"), and further 
in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,359,182 to Schilling ("Schilling"). 

Claims 1, 3-20, 24-31, and 45-47 are allowed. 

Claims 21-23 and 35-44 have been cancelled from the present application, in 
consideration of a subsequent divisional application, so that the present application can be 
moved to allowance. 

Only allowed claims 1, 3-20, 24-31, and 45-47 remain pending. 

CONCLUSION
